, project, the fibrary should immediately contact the responsibly administering ogency 
to determine if the project falls within the program scope. The trbrary should request 
program guidelines, lists/abstracts of previously funded projects, a current application 
packet (or a previous year's packet if the filing d^dline has possed), and the filing ddte 
for the funding cycle. A timely call or letter to the appropriate administering agency 
is an essential first step in the search for project funds. ' \

State library agencies are the contact source for many of the included Federal 
programs.

Types of Grants . Federal assistance for library programs/projects included in this 
Directory falls in one of two grant categories — formula grants to States and 
discretionary grants. The administering agency, information/application source, 
QRplication procedure and deadline will vary depending upon the grant category of the 
program($). \ 

formula grants to States provide support for the establishnrient, expansion, innovation^ 
or improvement of Library programs and not confined to ongoing support of o specific 
project or projects. The appropriation for which each State is eligible is determined by 
a formulo that takes into account a number of factors (e.g.: State population, income 
levels, numbers of students in public and private schools). Program formulas are 
detailed in each program's enabling legislation ond each program formula is unique. In 
order to qualify for o formula grant, a State agency must submit an operating plan and 
other requir-ed* documentation to the appropriate Federal agency detailing the State's 
proposed participbtion in the program, "^ate/local matching funds are required under 
a number of formula grant programs. Libraries that want to explore funding 
possibilities under a State formula grant should contact the administering State agency 
— usually the State Library or State Department of Education. The State agency will 
provide information on. the program, the State criteria for selection of projects. State 

^priorities for funding, application procedures, and the cpplicobility bf the specific 

. library project to the State's overall program plan. 

Discretionary grants (or project grants) are awarded directly from^ the". Federal 
government to entities of the State' and local goverment, and to public. and private 
nonprofit institutions and organizations. Discretionory programs are intended for 
specific grant purposes, including experimental and demonstration grants, planning 
grants^ survey grants, technical assistance grants, construction grants, fellowships, 
research grants, scholarships, traineeships and training grants. Application forms and 
ipformation regarding any library-related discretionary program may be obtoined by 
^^^cting the responsible Federal agency. 

Aftplication Process . A considerable amoynt of backgrcKjnd preparation is necessary 
befpre the application process* is regch^d. A library ar group of libraries should have 
completed -some form of needs assessment Jn order lo describe reosonably the present 
services and to project future service patterns. Desired services should hove been 
ranked in priority order and a plan of action to develop an<^mplement these ranked 
services should hove been drafted. Frown the plan of action, one or more high priority 
projects may l\ely be identified tftot r^uire developmental or demonstration funds' 
beyond th€ current library/libraries budget. It is these projects that are considered in 
relation to appropriate outside funding sourceS| ' •» 

An applicant. should consider a number of the following steps in tjfie bpplication process

(I) contact the cdnninistering agency to determine the scope of their progrgm and 
whether- fhe prppose^ project falls within the scope; (2) discuss preapplicot-ion ond 
dpplicotion procedures and request necessary application forms? :(3X find out thr 
deodlir>e date "for subr^ission of the application; •(^) ask if Jhere are ahy restrictions on 
use of program funds; (5) find out the range nnd^Jveroge grant for a project; (6) request 
progrom guidelines (including legislated program rules ond'regulations), arint^toted t^sTs 
of recently funded, projects^ and any other program material that would be of use in 
drafting and- submitting o. proposal; (7) find otrt if th^re are program' matching 
reqSlrements, ond if'SQ^ whether cosh or in-kind contributions ore required; (8) osk !f 
tKere pre renewals or extensions of applications and the procedures involved; follow 
all requi/ema^s of the prograrri prior to pod in submitting the appfication; (10) osk the 
adrtriinisTering agency** for assistance . whenever there is any ;.questi6n regarding the 
program or the application procedure— appliconts may telephone/ write or* visit the 
ogency jof^ice. directly "to initiate ^he dpplicotion process; and (II) obove jolt, moil or 
dejiver the application before -fhe deadline date. Applications postm'afl<ed after tht» 
niailing date or hand defivefed to -the agency after the deadline date will rkot be 
considered for funding in that fVjhding cycle. . ' . .
